Mississauga Councillor Sue McFad- 
den is calling on a rival candidate to drop 
out of the municipal election race in 
Ward 10 after a heated confrontation be- 
ie Mazin Al-Ezzi and a resident Sun- 

ay. 

“I would hope he’d be man enough to 
say ‘I’m embarrassed, I’ve done some- 
thing wrong, I withdraw,’ but he won’t. 
He'll come out with three guns a-blazing 
now,” McFadden said. 

This follows a heated altercation be- 
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tween Al-Ezzi and residents in a home 
on Topeka Drive captured on video and 
posted on Youtube where thousands 
have viewed it. 

The heated argument over a damaged 
election sign led to jostling and scuffling 
at the door of the resident. There was 
also a verbal threat in which Al-Ezzi can 
be heard vowing to gouge out a man’s 
eyes if his election sign was stepped on 
again. 

“Next time, if I see your foot (on my 


election sign), it will be something else. 
Even if you record it, I put both my fin- 
gers in your eyes,” he said. 

Police have been made aware of the 
video and say they'll look at any com- 
plaint about the matter if one comes for- 
ward. McFadden says she’s spoken with 
family members involved in the alterca- 
tion and says they have never been sub- 
jected to such treatment in their lives. 
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Al-Ezzi apologizes, vows to continue campaign

“If that’s what it’s com- 
ing to, that we have to in- 
timidate and be forceful. I 
run a campaign that’s 
based on trust and loyalty 
and integrity and I have 
this as my opponent? How 
do I compete against that? 
I just don’t.” 

She wants Al Ezzi to 
withdraw for his own sake 
and that of residents in 
Ward 10. 

“It’s an embarrassment. 
Save face. I would call on 
him to withdraw. My job 
is to protect my residents, 
the democratic process 
and what we stand for as 
our council. I don’t want 
someone like that on our 
council. I don’t want a 
man like that who brings 
that kind of politics into 


our city. No way,” she 
said. 

Al Ezzi issued an apol- 
ogy on his Facebook page 
to all those who were 
upset by what they saw in 
the video. “I do apologize 
to everybody who thought 
I’m a bad person. I’m 
against violence.” 

He pushed back against 
suggestions he _ should 
drop out of the election 
race over the matter. 

“lm moving forward. I 
have had lots of calls of 
support from people who 
said, ‘Mazin, we know who 
you are and we believe in 
you.” He rejects McFad- 
den’s calls for him to with- 
draw from the municipal 
campaign as self-serving. 

“It’s based on selfish- 
ness,” he said. “She’s judg- 
ing me and she’s never 


seen me _person-to-per- 
son.” 

Al Ezzi says he has a lot 
of support in his commu- 
nity because he says Mc- 
Fadden has done nothing 
for voters. 

"Show me something 
she did for us. The other 
candidate never fight for 
our area. That’s why peo- 
ple are electing me. We 
need to help people living 
in my area, not just go to 
parties and take pictures,” 
he said. 

When asked about the 
obscenities uttered in the 
video, including the word 
‘motherf----r’, Al Ezzi says 
every time he tried to walk 
away from the situation, 
someone enflamed mat- 
ters by saying something 
to goad him into further 
confrontation. 


“They pushed me. It was 
their intention. You see 
me four times trying to 
leave and they say some- 
thing bad behind my 
back,” Al Ezzi told Peel 
Weekly News. 

He claims the whole 
thing began over the mis- 
treatment of his signs. But 
McFadden says it was her 
signs that were removed, 
not her opponent's. 

She says he’s making up 
excuses for his behaviour. 

Despite her concerns 
about Al Ezzi, McFadden 
says she would debate him 
if asked, though she be- 
lieves he has little under- 
standing of the issues in 
Ward 10 and finds his be- 
haviour “scary.” 

The election will be held 
on Oct. 22.

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Candidate in heated altercation with resident over 
damaged election sign 


A candidate running for 
Mississauga council has been 
caught on video threatening 
to gouge out a resident’s eyes 
in a heated, altercation over 
an election sign. 

At one point in a video 
posted on YouTube Sep. 23, 
Ward 10 Candidate Mazin Al- 
Ezzi and a woman living at 
3225 Topeka Drive were in- 
volved in some minor jostling 
and scuffling. 

Earlier, he appeared to 
make a threatening gesture, 
saying, “Next time, if I see 
your foot (on my election 
sign), it will be something 
else. Even if you record it, I 
put both my fingers in your 
eyes.” 

The video, which lasts more 
than four minutes and thirty 
seconds, was shot from the 
inside of Rafi Edoo and Bibi 
Mohamed near Tenth Line in 
Ward 10. It shows Al-Ezzi in 
a heated confrontation with 
residents inside the home as 
neighbours can be seen gath- 


ering on the driveway and 
across the street. 

The video was posted by 
David Raakman, who _ is 
working for rival candidate 
and current Ward 10 Coun- 
cillor Sue McFadden. 

He declined to comment on 
the story, but left a comment 
on the video that reads, “Now 
for something really absurd... 
a candidate for city councillor 
threatens a family about an 
election sign! Warning - lan- 
guage may offend.” 

-Ezzi accuses the people 
in the home of threatening to 
attack him with an ax. He 
then threatens to sue the res- 
idents in the home. A female 
in the home sounds frantic 
and says, “Can you leave, 
please? You are scaring me.” 

Al-Ezzi dismisses her con- 
cerns. “Cut the shit,” he told 
her before descending the 
concrete steps in front of the 
home. 

The altercation then grew 
more heated, with Al-Ezzi 
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saying, “You want to call the 
police, I’m right here.” 

An angry male inside the 
home can be heard saying, “I 
don’t have to call the police. I 
didn’t do anything wrong.” 

Al-Ezzi told the recent 
he doesn’t ce ptertp people 
stepping on his election sign. 
He accused the male inside 
the home of stepping on his 


sign. 

‘Tll show you his foot,” he 
can be heard saying. 

He later tells the resident, 
“If you put your foot on my 
sign, it will be no good.” 

The agitated female inside 
the home tells El-Ezzi, 
“you're getting upset over a 
sign, please don’t act like this. 
Youre acting very erratic, you 
need help stop.” 

Al-Ezzi can then be seen ex- 
tending a hand toward some- 
one on the front step at which 
point, he is told by an agitated 
woman, “Don’t touch her. 
Don’t touch her.” 

He responds by asking if 
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“she’s crazy.” 

An agitated male inside the 
home accuses Al-Ezzi of 
using foul language. 

“You swear at me, I didn’t 
swear at you.” 

Al-Ezzi accuses him of at- 
tacking him with an ax, at 
which point the agitated male 
says, “I didn’t hit you with an 
ax. You're lying 

The angry female in the 
home asks Al-Ezzi, “Why are 
you still here? Go home. 
You're the one causing a 
scene, sir. 

Al-Ezzi can be heard utter- 
ing the word ‘stupid’, which 
sets off another angry ex- 
change. 

“We're the ones who are 
stupid? You’re on our roe 
erty causing a scene,” she 
says. 

Al-Ezzi can be heard say- 
ing, “Tl hit you with this.” 

The frantic woman re- 
sponds, saying, “Hit me. Hit 
me.” She then accuses him of 
looking dumb, at which Al- 


Ezzi eset enraged. He ap- 
proaches the home and there 
appears to be physical con- 
tact just after the four-minute 
mark on the video. 

“Don’t hit me,” he can be 
heard saying angrily. She re- 
sponded saying, “You want to 
call me a motherf——r? 


Don’t touch my mom,” she 
said as he tapped on his cell 
phone. 

The altercation ended 
shortly after that, as Al Ezzi 
can then be seen leaving with 
some other men as the 
woman inside the home 
laughs at his departure. 
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The doorknocking, hand-shaking and 
debating is in full swing, as Peel’s mu- 
nicipal election rolls into its final 
month. 
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Candidates have hit the ground run- 
ning with outreach events and canvass- 
ing across communities throughout 
Caledon, Brampton and Mississauga, 
along with a variety of campaign 
launches that took place this past 
weekend.

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PCs call committee to investigate 
‘festering’ provincial deficit

A "select committee" of 
politicians will examine a 
new report that reveals the 
province's deficit has 
reached a staggering $15 bil- 
lion, following its official un- 
veiling by Finance Minister 
Vic Fedeli last week. 

The report, which was un- 
veiled Friday morning at the 
Economic Club of Canada in 
Toronto, claims that the 
province's deficit is a far cry 
from the $6.7 billion deficit 
estimated by former Premier 
Kathleen Wynne and former 
Mississauga-South MPP/Fi- 
nance Minister Charles 
Sousa earlier this year. 

"This is the only place 
where you can release a 
4,000-page document and 
have people rub their hands 
for it," said Fedeli before 
publicly stating the deficit 
amount, which was discov- 
ered through an inquiry set 
into motion just weeks after 
the PC government took of- 
fice. 

The increased deficit 
amount was factored in 
through acknowledgement 
of expenses related to hydro

MAZIN AL-EZZI 
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and pension plans, which 
the province's Auditor Gen- 
eral advocated for earlier 
this year. Both of the ex- 
pense amounts added an ad- 
ditional $5 billion to the 
province's annual shortfall, 
said Fedeli, though Wynne 
stated earlier this week that 
the disagreement between 
the Liberals' budget figures 
and the Auditor-General was 
a public matter that was re- 
vealed months ago. 

"This couldn't be allowed 
to fester any longer," said 
Fedeli, though he wouldn't 
give specifics on if or when 
the budget would be bal- 
anced. 

Fedeli's comments follow 
the PC government's freez- 
ing of discretionary spend- 
ing since taking office, along 
with cancelling and rolling 
back spending on a number 
of major projects including a 
basic income pilot, disability 
payment increases and the 
Liberals’ planned "OHIP- 
plus" drug program. 

The new committee, an- 
nounced by Premier Doug 
Ford, earlier this week, will

AstraZeneca debuts cancer drug results at conference 


Mississauga’s As- 
traZeneca debuted an in- 
terim analysis early 
Tuesday morning for a 
drug that reduces sur- 
vival rates for patients 
suffering from lung can- 
cer. 

The study was un- 
veioiled at the IASLC 
World Conference in 
Toronto, with the results 
showing statistically sig- 
nificant and clinically 
meaningful overall sur- 
vival (OS) benefits for pa- 
tients with unresectable 
Stage III non-small cell 
lung cancer (NSCLC), 
who were treated with 
the drug Imfinzi. 

The trial results showed 
that Imfinzi reduced risk 
of death by 32 per cent. 

"The overall survival re- 
sults from the Imfinzi 


PACIFIC trial represent a 
major breakthrough in 
treating patients with 
Stage III, unresectable 
non-small cell lung can- 
cer," said Dr. Barbara 
Melosky, medical oncolo- 
gist and Professor of 
Medicine, University of 
British Columbia, during 
the conference. 

"Our goal in the Stage 
III lung cancer setting is 
to treat patients with the 
intent to cure them; 
today's data shows that 
we are getting closer to 
that coal by significantly 
extending life with treat- 
ment with Imfinzi follow- 
ing chemoradiation 
therapy." 

Lung cancer is the lead- 
ing cause of cancer death 
in both men and women 
in Canada and is the most 


commonly _ diagnosed 
cancer. 

According to the Cana- 
dian Cancer Society, ap- 
proximately 28,600 
Canadians were diag- 
nosed with lung cancer in 
2017, which represented 
around 14 per cent of all 
new cancer cases that 
year. 

Stage III, non-small cell 
lung cancer represents 
approximately 35 per 
cent of all new NSCLC di- 
agnoses, and approxi- 
mately 80 per cent of 
these patients are unsuit- 
able for surgery. 

Imfinzi is currently ap- 
proved in Canada, the 
US, EU, Switzerland, 
India, Japan and Brazil 
based on previous trials. 

Other global health au- 
thority reviews and sub- 


missions are ongoing.

Mississauga may soon 
have a new landmark for 
its skyline. 

Plans are underway to 
build the third tower in 
the M City development

The new tower's unveil- 
ing was held just a few 
short months _ after 
groundbreaking began 
on the first two towers in 
the development, which 
will see more than 1,570 
units come online. 

The project, helmed by 
private holding company 
Rogers Real Estate De- 
velopment Limited, is the 
first residential develop- 
a for the Rogers fam- 
ily. 

“Our goal is to develop 
a world-class community 
befitting any city in the 
world,” said Rogers 
Communications chair- 
man Edward Rogers, 
who also spoke at the un- 
veiling.

"Today's | announce- 
ment demonstrates our 
unwavering belief in this 
city and continued com- 
mitment to delivering 
cutting-edge design that 
resets expectations of 
what the future of devel- 
opment looks like in Mis- 
sissauga." 

The third tower will 
feature a striking design 
that was chosen via a de- 
sign competition held by 
Rogers Real Estate and 
Urban Capital, and fea- 
tures a sloped crown at 
its top, and twists on its 
upper and lower sections. 

The new tower embod- 
ies artful dynamism with 
a subtle, refined applica- 
tion, said lead architect 
Mansoor Kazerouni of 
IBI Group, which won 
the design compeiition. 

"Our twist is meant to 
speak directly to both 
compositions. The result
